Whereas, in pursuance of the authority of the statute 11 and 12 of the 
Queen, and divers subsequent Acts continuing the same, certain Orders have 
been made by the Lords of Her Majesty’s Privy Council for preventing the 
spreading of Contagious or Infectious Disorders among Sheep, Cattle, and other 
Animals : 

And whereas by one of said Orders, bearing date the 29th day of September 

1865, the removal to any port or place in Ireland from any port or place in 
Great Britain of any Sheep or Lamb, or the skin or any other part of any 
Sheep or Lamb was prohibited, excepting however out of such prohibition, 
skins brought into Great Britain from India, South America, or Australia, and 
afterwards removed from Great Britain to Ireland: 

And whereas it is expedient that such exception as aforesaid should be 
further extended as hereinafter mentioned : 

Now, we, John Baron Wodehouse, Lord Lieutenant General and General 
Governor of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council 
in Ireland, under the powers given to us by the Cattle Diseases Act (Ireland), 

1866, and all other powers enabling, do hereby order as follows: 

That from and after the date of the publication of this Order in the Dublin 
Gazette, all Wool brought into Great Britain from India, South America, or 
Australia, and afterwards removed from Great Britain into Ireland, is hereby 
and shall be excepted from the prohibition in said Order of the 29th day of 
September 1865, contained.

Whereas by an Act passed in the Session of the 11th and 12th years of the 
Reign of Her present Majesty, Chapter 107, certain powers were given to make 
Orders and Regulations to prevent the spreading of Contagious and Infectious 
Disorders among Sheep, Cattle, and other Animals ; and the said Act has since 
been continued from time to time by divers subsequent Statutes : 

And whereas by a further Act passed in this the 29th year of her Majesty's 
Reign, Chapter 4, it is amongst other things enacted, that the several Powers 
and Authorities, by the said above-mentioned Acts, being the Act of the 11th 
and 12th years of Her Majesty, Chapter 107, and the Acts continuing the same, 
vested in the Lords and others of Her Majesty’s Privy Council, shall and may 
be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of

And whereas it is apprehended that the said Disorder has appeared at a 
place within the District hereinafter specified, and it is expedient to make 
provisions with a view to prevent the spreading of the said Disorder : 

Now We, The Lords Justices of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her 
Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby Order and Direct as follows: — 
No Market, Fair, Auction, Exhibition, or Sale of Cattle, Sheep, Lambs, Goats, 
or Swine, shall be held until the first day of June 1 866, within the Baronies of 
Lower Iveagh, Kinelarty, and Upper Castlereagh, in the County of Down ; and 
the Baronies of Upper Belfast and Upper Massareene, in the County of Antrim, 
except as. hereinafter mentioned-; that is to say. 

First. — Cattle belonging to the Owner or Occupier of Premises that are 
not situate within the limits of an Infected Place, if the Cattle are free from 
disease, and have been in the possession of the Owner or Occupier not less 
than 28 days immediately previous to the Sale, may be sold on such 
Premises : 

Secondly. — Markets may be held for the Sale of Cattle intended far 
immediate slaughter : Provided that no Cattle shall be removed from such 
Market until they have been marked in the manner in which Cattle are 
ordinarily marked for slaughter according to the custom of such Market, 
or, if there is no such custom, by clipping the hair off the end of the tail ; 
and all Cattle required to be marked by this Regulation shall be slaughtered 
within four days from the date of the holding of such market (if sold) by 
or by the order of the Purchaser, or (if not sold) by or by the order of the 
Owner, and shall in no instance be taken beyond the limit of one mile from 
the Market House or Marketplace where such Market shall be holden. 

If any Cattle are sold in contravention, of this Regulation, both the Seller 
and the Purchaser of such Cattle shall be deemed guilty of an Offence against 
this Order. 

If any Cattle required to be marked by this Regulation are not so marked, 
the Persons for the time being in charge of such Cattle shall be deemed guilty 
of an Offence against this Order. 

if' any Cattle required to be slaughtered by this Regulation are not so 
slaughtered, the Purchaser or Owner of such Cattle or his Agent (as the case 
may be) shall be deemed guilty of an Offence against this Order. 

If any Cattle are Removed in contravention of this Regulation, the person 
Removing such Cattle, and the person causing, directing* or permitting the

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Removal of such Cattle, shall respectively be deemed guilty of an offence against 
this Order. 

No Sheep, Lambs, Goats* or Swine shall be brought into or exposed for Sale 
in any Market for the Sale of Cattle under the last preceding Regulation, except 
for the purpose of immediate slaughter ; and all such Sheep, Lambs, Goats, and 
Swine, when brought into or exposed for Sale in any such Market, shall be 
subject to the last preceding Regulation, in the same 'manner as if they were 
Cattle, except that they shall be marked in such manner as the Market 
Authority may direct, instead of in the manner prescribed by the said 
Regulation. 

In this Order the word Cattle shall mean any Cow, Heifer, Bull, Bullock, Ox, 
or Calf. 

Every person offending against this Order shall, in pursuance of the said Acts, 
for every such offence, forfeit any sum not exceeding 20 which the Justices 
before whom he or she shall be convicted of such offence may think fit to 
impose.

been continued from time to time by divers subsequent Statutes : 

And whereas by a further Act passed in this the 29th year of Her Majesty’s 
reign, chapter 4, it is amongst other things enacted, that the several powers and 
authorities, by the said above-mentioned Acts, being the Act of the 11th and 12th 
years of Her Majesty, chapter 107, and the Acts continuing the same, vested in 
the Lords and others of Her Majesty’s Privy Council, shall and may be exercised

No market, fair, auction, exhibition, or sale of cattle, sheep, Iambs; goats, or 
swine, shall be held until the 1 st day of June 1866, within the counties of Antrim, 
Armagh, and Down, except as hereinafter mentioned; that is to say, — 

1st. Cattle belonging to the owner or occupier of premises that are not situate 
witbin the limits of an infected place, if the cattle are free from disease, and have 
been in the possession of the owner or occupier not less than 28 days imme- 
diately previous to the sale, may be sold on such premises. 

2d. Markets may be held for the sale of cattle intended for immediate slaughter ; 
provided that no cattle shall be removed from such market until they have been 
marked in the manner in which cattle are ordinarily marked for slaughter accord- 
ing to the custom of such market, or, if there is no such custom, by clipping the 
hair off the end of the tail ; and all cattle required to be marked by this Regula- 
tion shall be slaughtered within four days from the date of the holding of such 
market (if sold) by or by the order of the purchaser, or (if not sold) by or by the 
order of the owner, and shall in no instance be taken beyond the limit of one mile 
from the market house or market place where such market shall be holdeu. 
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If any cattle are sold in contravention of this Regulation, both the seller and the 
purchaser of such cattle shall be deemed guilty of an offence against this Order. 

If any cattle required to be marked by this Regulation are not so marked, the 
persons for the time being in charge of such cattle shall be deemed guilty of an 
offence against this Order. 

If any cattle required to be slaughtered by this Regulation are not so slaughtered, 
the purchaser or owner of such cattle or his agent (as the case may be) shall be 
deemed guilty of an offence against this Order.

No sheep, lambs, goats, or swine shall be brought into or exposed for sale in any 
market for the sale of cattle under the last preceding Regulation, except for the 
purpose of immediate slaughter; and all such sheep, lambs, goats, and swine, 
when brought into or exposed for sale in any such market, shall be subject to the 
last preceding Regulation, in the same manner as if they were cattle, except that 
they shall be marked in such maimer as the market authority may direct, instead 
of fn the manner prescribed by the said Regulation.

Whereas, by an Act passed in the Session of the 11th and 12th years of Her 
present Majesty’s reign, chapter 107, certain powers were given to make Orders 
and Regulations to prevent the spreading of contagious and infectious disorders 
among she,ep, cattle, and other animals, and the said Act has since been from time 
to time continued by divers subsequent Statutes : 

And whereas by a further Act passed in this the 29th year of Ller Majesty’s 
reign, chapter 4, it is amongst other things enacted, that the several powers and 
authorities by the said above-mentioned Acts, being the Act of 11th and 12th of 
Her Majesty, chapter 107, and the Acts continuing the same, vested in the Lords 
and others of Her Majesty’s Privy Council, shall and may he exercised by the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, by and with

And whereas a contagious or infectious disorder having appeared among cattle 
. within that part of the United Kingdom called Great Britain, which disorder is 

generally 
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generally designated as “ tlie Cattle Plague,” it was deemed expedient to take 
measures for preventing such disorder from extending to that part of the United 
Kingdom called Ireland, and also with a view to checking the spreading of the 
said disorder in case it should so extend, for which purpose the Lords of Her 
Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council have heretofore made certain Orders 
and Regulations, amongst others an Order bearing date the 20th January 1806 : 
And whereas the said disorder has appeared in Ireland, which disorder may be 
recognised by the following symptoms : — “ Great depression of the vital powers, 
frequent shivering, staggering gait, cold extremities, quick and short breathing, 
drooping head, reddened eyes, with a discharge from them and also from the 
nostrils of a mucous nature, raw-looking places on the inner side of the lips and 
roof of the mouth, diarrkcea or dysenteric purging : 

And whereas it is expedient to make further provisions under the powers vested 
in us in and by the said recited Acts, and to modify and alter the said Order 
bearing date the 20th January 1 866 : 

Now we. the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her 
Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby, in pursuance of the powers so 
vested in us, order and direct as follows: — That from and alter the publication of 
this Order in the iC Dublin Gazette : ” 



1 . This Order shall extend to all parts of that part of the United Kingdom called 
Ireland. 

2. In this Order the word “ animal” shall mean any cow, heifer, bull, bullock, ox, 
calf' sheep, lamb, goat, or swine, and any horse, mule, or ass, kept m the same 
field, house, stable or building with any cattle ; and the word “ cattle shall mean any 
cow, heifer, bull, bullock, ox, or calf; « disease ” shall mean the cattle plague; diseased 
shall mean affected by the cattle plague. 

3. In all provisions of this Order to be enforced within the police district of Dublin 
Metropolis, the words “ county inspector of constabulary, shall signify one 0 t e 
Commissioners of the Dublin Metropolitan Police ; and “ constable . Adi srnmfy a supei- 
intendent or inspector, or acting inspector of the Dublm Metropolitan Police , and the 
words “ petty sessions court” shall signify any of the offices of the divisional justices of 
the said disti’ict. 

4. Any person appointed or to be appointed by the i Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governoi or Governors of Ireland an inspector lor the pin-poses of this Order ,.hdl, 
throughout Ireland, have and exercise all the powers conferred upon any inspector by this 
or any other Order to be made under the said last-mentioned Act.

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Infected Districts. 

9. On receipt of information to the effect that an animal is labouring under the said 
disorder, not being -within a district already marked out as an infected district as herein- 
after provided, the Lord Lieutenant shall send without delay to the place where such 
animal is one or more competent persons, who shall mark out a certain line around such 
place, and lay down the same upon the Ordnance Map. The limit of the district enclosed 
shall be shown by well-defined boundaries, and all the district -within such boundaries 
shall be called “ an infected district,” and such competent person or persons shall forth- 
with forward to the county inspector of constabulary a description of such district, and 
marked as aforesaid on the Ordnance Map. 

10. On receipt of such information the county inspector of constabulary shall, without 
delay, cause to be posted in all public places within 10 miles of the infected district a 
notice describing the boundaries of the same ; and, from the date of the posting of the 
first of such notices, it shall not be lawful for any person to hold any fair within such 
“infected district,” or to move out of such “ infected district” any animal whatsoever; 
but; any animal, if certified by an inspector to be free from disease, may be slaughtered, 
and the carcase of such animal may be sent out of such infected district, pro- 
vided that its skin and offal shall be left within the district; and no skin of 
any animal slaughtered or dying within such district shall be removed without being 
disinfected, and without the permission of the inspector, provided that this prohibition 
shall not extend to the carrying any animal through any such district by a railway 
train. 

11. From the date of the posting of such notice, the county inspector of constabulary 
shall station at all necessary places constables and sub-constables, who shall prevent 
the egress of all animals and domestic fowls from the “infected district,” and shall 
prohibit the transit or passage of all animals and domestic fowls by or through any part 
of the said district, except in railway trains, and shall as far as possible prevent any 
animal or domestic fowls from approaching the boundaries of such district, and shall 
prevent the carrying out of any forage, litter, or manure therefrom. 

12. From the dating of the posting of the first of such notices all dogs within the 
infected district, or within two miles of the infected district, at that date shall be kept up 
or chained. 

13. Such “ infected district ” shall remain and be considered as an infected district, 
and subject to the regulations herein applicable to an infected district so long as any case 
of disorder exists within it, and for a period of 21 days after the last case of death, or 
recovery, to be certified by the Inspector, and until such Inspector shall have certified 
that all proper precautions have been taken for the purposes of disinfection. 

14. No cart or other vehicle or utensil, or anything else that has been used in 
connexion with or been kept near diseased cattle, shall be permitted either to leave tlje 
infected district or to be used for, or brought in contact with, the remaining sound cattle 
within it, without being first thoroughly cleansed and disinfected under the superintendence 
of the constabulary or police. 

15. No fairs shah be held within 10 miles of the infected district except by licence 
from the Lord Lieutenant or other chief Governor or Governors of Ireland. 

16. No market, auction, exhibition, or sale of cattle, sheep, lambs, goats, or swine, shall 
be held within five miles of an infected district, except as hereinafter mentioned, that is 
to say : — 

First. — Cattle belonging to the owner or occupier of premises that are not situate 
within the limits of an infected place, if the cattle are free from disease, and have 
been in the possession of the owner or occupier not less than 28 days imm ediately 
previous to the sale, may be sold on such premises : 

Secondly. — Markets may be held for the sale of cattle intended for immediate 
slaughter : provided that no cattle shall be removed from such market until they 
have been marked in the manner in which cattle are ordinarily marked for slaughter 
according to the custom of such market, or, if there is no such custom, by clipping 
the hair off the end of the tail ; and all cattle required to be marked by this. 
Regulation shall be slaughtered within four days from the date of the holding of such 
market (if sold) by or by the order of the purchaser, or (if not sold) by or by the 
order of the owner, and shall in no instance be taken beyond the limit of One mile 
from the market house or market place where such market shall be holden.

20. If any cattle are removed in contravention of this Regulation, the person removing 
such cattle and the person causing, directing, or permitting the removal of such cattle, 
shall respectively be deemed guilty of an offence against this Order. 

21. No sheep, lambs, goats, or swine, shall be brought into or exposed for sale in any 
market for the sale of cattle under the last preceding Regulation, except for the purpose 
of immediate slaughter ; and all such sheep, lambs, goats, and swine, when brought into 
or exposed for sale in any such market, shall be subject to the last preceding Regulation, 
in the same manner as if they were cattle, except that they shall be marked in such 
manner as the market authority may direct, instead of in the manner prescribed by the 
said Regulation. 



Branding of Cattle in Infected District. 

22. To prevent the cattle of an infected district being clandestinely removed from it, 
or others substituted for them, each animal shall be branded with a certain mark on a 
particular place, indicating that the branded cattle belong to an infected district. 

23. It shall not be lawful to remove cattle thus branded from an infected district unless 
they have been branded also with another mark indicating that the district to which they 
belong or from- whence they come has ceased to be infected. 

24. All such cattle shall be re-branded should the infected district brand from time or 
accident or other causes be obliterated. 



Regulations relative to Drainage and other Stable Refuse , §’c. 

25. When the disease exists in a place where the drainage of the premises or yards in 
which are kept diseased cattle, runs into a common drain, river, or ditch, a distinct cesspool 
shall be made to receive it, so that the infected drainage shall be kept until disinfected on 
or near the premises. It shall be daily thoroughly disinfected. The distinct cesspool 
thus made, shall be so situated or fenced that animals cannot go near it. 



Locking up of Sheds , Stables , and Yards. 

26. The divisions of premises in which there are or have been recently diseased cattle 
shall be kept locked, or otherwise closely fastened, and all persons excluded from them 
excepting those in special attendance on the animals, or employed for the purpose of 
cleansing and disinfecting. 



Slaughter of Diseased and other Animals. 

27. Every inspector shall cause all animals affected with the cattle plague to be 
slaughtered. 

28. Every inspector shall cause every animal that has died of cattle plague, or has been 
slaughtered in consequence of being affected with cattle plague, to be buried as soon as 
possible in its skin in some proper place, and to be covered with a sufficient quantity of 
quicklime or other disinfectant, and with not less than six feet of earth. And in the case of 
burial being necessary at a distance from the place of death, he shall cause all practicable 
means to be taken for preventing the carcase from becoming the vehicle of infection before 
the removal thereof, and the skins of all animals so buried shall be scored so as to prevent 
their being used. 

29. Every inspector shall cause the yard, shed, stable, field, or other premises in which 
any an imal affected with the cattle plague has been kept while, affected by the disease, or 
has died or been slaughtered, to be thoroughly cleansed and disinfected, and all hay, straw, 
litter, dung, or other articles that have been used in or about any such annual to be burnt 
or otherwise destroyed ; and no fresh animal shall be admitted into any yard, shed, stable, 
field, or other premises in which any animal affected with cattle plague has been kept 
while affected by the disease, or has died or been slaughtered, until the expiration ot 30 
days after the cleansing and disinfecting of such premises m pursuance of this Order. 

30. An inspector may, if he thinks fit, cause to be slaughtered any animal that has 
been in the same shed or stable, or in the same herd or flock, or in contact with any 
animal affected with cattle plague within any such district: Provided always, that the 
Lord Lieutenant may reserve animals (ordered to be slaughtered as aforesaid) tor the 
purpose of experimental treatment. 

31. The inspector who causes any animal to be slaughtered under this Order, shall 
report to the Chief or Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant the value ot the animal 
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so slaughtered, and the Chief or Under Secretary shall direct such compensation as may 
appear to him just and reasonable to be paid . to the owner, in accordance with the 
provisions of the said last mentioned Act, provided that no compensation shall in any 
case be paid in respect of any animal found affected with cattle plague on a market or 
highway, or in respect of any animal which has been moved or otherwise dealt with in 
contravention of this Order, or any Order of an inspector made in pursuance thereof. 



32. No person who may be brought into contact with any diseased animal shall take 
with him out of such <f infected district ” any clothes or garment which such person may 
have worn while in contact with any such animal, either by wearing the same or other- 
wise, without taking all such precautions against propagating infection by means thereof 
as the Lord Lieutenant by any Order may direct. 

33. No dog accompanying a drover or of the description ordinarily used by drovers or 
persons in charge of cattle, sheep, or swine, shall be brought into any part of Ireland by 
any person, if the last place on land from whence such dog shall have been brought 
shall be any part of Great Britain. 

34. From and after the date of the publication of this Order in the “ Dublin Gazette,” 
there shall be revoked the following Order, that is to say, the Order of 20th January 
1866, without prejudice nevertheless to the prosecution of any offence that may have been 
committed against the said Order, or to the recovery of any penalty in respect of such 
offence. 

35. Every person offending against this Order shall, in pursuance of the said Act, for 
every such offence, forfeit any sum not exceeding 20 1, which the justice or justices before 
whom he or she shall be convicted of such offence may think fit to impose.

4, ordering that Catrle shall not be Shipped for Exportation 
irom Ireland without Certificates from Government Inspectors that the animals 
are free from Cattle Plague.

Kimberley. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the Session of the 11th and 12th years of 'the 
reign of Her present Majesty, chapter 107, certain powers were given to make 
Orders and Regulations to prevent the spreading of contagious and infectious 
disorders amongst sheep, cattle, and other animals ; and the said Act has since 
been continued from time to time by divers subsequent Statutes : 

And whereas by a further Act passed in the 29th year of Her Majesty’s reign, 
chapter 4, it is amongst other things enacted, that the several powers and autho- 
rities, by the said above-mentioned Acts, being the Act of the 11th and 12th 
years of Her Majesty, chapter 1 07, and the Acts continuing the same, vested in 
the Lords and others of Her Majesty’s Privy Council, shall and may be exercised 
by the Lord Lieutenant or other chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, by and 
with the advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, to whom also power 
is thereby given, from time to time, to make such Orders and Regulations as to 
him or them may seem necessary for the purpose of preventing the spreading of 
the cattle plague in case same should appear in Ireland : 

And whereas it is expedient to regulate the exportation of cattle from Ireland 
to Great Britain : 

Now we, John, Earl of Kimberley, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, bjr and with 
the advice of Her Majesty's Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby, in exercise of 
the powers so given to us as aforesaid, order as follows : 

1 . That in this order the word “ Cattle,” shall be interpreted to mean any cow, 
heifer, bull, bullock, ox, or calf. 

2. That after the several times hereinafter mentioned, it shall not be lawful 
for any person to remove any cattle from any port or place within that part of 
the United Kingdom called Ireland, to any port or place within that part of the 
United Kingdom called Great Britain, without having previously obtained the 
certificate of an inspector duly appointed by tbe Lord Lieutenant or other chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, in the form hereunto annexed. 

This order shall come into operation forthwith in the port of Dublin ; and, in 
tbe several other ports, from and after the publication in the “ Dublin Gazette ” 
of any orders of the Lord Lieutenant appointing inspectors for such ports.
